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Investigation Shows Rare Collection 


Of Books Printed On SAC Campus 


Mrs. Lavinia Compton Knight of Fullerton, a former 
SAC student and editor of Del Ano, visited the campus 


recently. 


Mrs. Knight is gathering information for an article 
for the Fullerton Library about the publishing of 29 books 
during the 1930’s at the combined Santa Ana College and 


high school print shop under the 
copyrighted name of Santa Ana 
Fine Arts Press. She received 
much of her information from the 
SAC files through the assistance 
of Miss Ruth Bradley, college li- 
brarian, and other members of the 
faculty who were at the college 
at the time of the book printings. 

Mr. Thomas E. Williams of Los 
Angeles was the printing instruc- 
tor for the Santa Ana College 
when limited editions of the 
books, now rare collector’s items, 
were published. The Fullerton Li- 
brary has purchased from him his 
‘eollection of these books and the 
source material for them. 


School Press Used 

The press on which the books 
were printed is now on the Santa 
Ana High School campus and is 
being used to print high school 
and college material. 

Mrs. Knight also obtained val- 
uable information from Mary Lou- 
ise Wallace Getty, former SAC 
student and now a staff member 
of the Santa Ana Public Library. 
Mrs. Getty was Mr. William’s sec- 
retary at the time and worked in 
the print shop, helped with the 
planning and hand painting sev- 
eral of, the editions. 

_ SAC students who were enoll- 
ed in the printing classes assisted 
in the work. Jean and Arthur 
Ames, at present instructors at 
Claremont College, made the lin- 
oleum blocks for a book of poems 
and did special work hand color-

From two hundred and fifty to 
five hundred copies were printed 
of most of the editions, Only four 
copies. were made-~ of one - book, 
The Sermon On the Mount. It has 
velvet covers and was hand illum~ 
inated by Mrs, Getty. 

The Santa Ana College library 
has 17 original copies of the books 
on its shelves. ong them are 
books on the history, traditions, 
and landmarks of Orange County 
by the ate Terry E. Stephenson, 
onetime county treasurer, post- 
master, and Santa Ana Register 
editor. He was credited with being 
one of Orange County’s best in- 
formed historians.

Business Administration 

In business administration the 
subjects taught are accounting in 
all the broad divisions of industry, 
the law governing business tran- 
sactions, and consumer economics, 
which is the study of forces pres- 
ent in our economic system as re- 
lated to every-day life. 

Retail selling, as well as house 
to house an demonstration sell- 
ing, are taught in the course in

salesmanship. 

Available next semester will be 
a course in store window display 
and another in the selective buying 
of clothing. The latter course is 
open to students who are interest- 
ed in fashions, texties, accessories 
and related subjects. 

“One out of every three people 
employed in the United States is 
in the merchandising field,’ said 
Miss Dorothy Decker, instructor of 
salesmanship, window display and 
consumer economics. ‘Students 
who take courses in merchandising 
become the employees who later 
are chosen as buyers, department

Secretarial Training . 


In the secretarial department 
students learn shorthand, typing, 
the operation of business mach- 
ines, as well as filing and general 
office procedures. At the comple- 
tion of the typing course students 
are able to type from fifty to 
ninety words a minute. 


A step forward in the teaching 
of shorthand has been the instal- 
lation of transcription machines 
which are provided with a number 
of head phones. Plastic records 
are cut to provide dictation prac- 
tice from beginning speeds of for-, 
ty words a minute up to 150 words 
a minute, depending on the pro- 
gress of the student. 

“Intensive training is available 
for students who wish to finish a, 
secretarial course in one year,” 
said Helm, and added, “As a per- 
sonal skil, students have found 
that the ability to type is helpful 
in their college work and later o 
in life.” 7 

Men Needed ‘ 

“There is a shortage of men 
Who can type and write short- 
hand,” stated Miss Alice Smith, 
instructor of shorthand, typing,

machines. She explained that, 
“men who know shorthand and 
typing are in demand by the arm- 
ed services and by executives who 
travel or work at irregular hours. 
They are needed where there are 
offices in industrial areas, wharf 
sites, and mill plants.” 

“It is the goal of the Business 
Education Department of Santa 
Ana College to train students so 
that they may competently serve 
the community,” stated Helm in a 
concluding interview.
